Also, the parking area 
inside the park has been enlarged so 
parking will be easier,” said Braun. 

Plans are also underway to recruit 
volunteers for the traditional dunk tank. 
Last year's biggest draw was Sue Angeli, 
Local 790 Chief Steward, who beat out 
General Manager Keith Bernard in the 
number of people who wanted a chance 
to dunk her. Of course it was so hot last 
year that Sue didn’t mind the refreshing 
coolness of the water. 

There will be lots of things for the 
children, including face painting, games, 
clowns, a ferris wheel, video arcade, and 
new this year will be video cartoons. For 
adults, there will be dancing, volleyball 
and baseball. As a special service, BART 
police will conduct its “Ident-A-Kind” pro- 
gram, which provides parents a free set of 
their child's fingerprints.

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Work Begins on Final Phase of KE Track 


Work on the final phase of the new third 
track through downtown Oakland began 
on Sunday, July 7, and is proceeding 
according to schedule. 

Employees have been working around 
the clock, not to mention weekends, to 
ensure the K-E Track Cut-over is com- 
pleted by September. 

The $25.4 million project is the first 
new mainline section of track to be added 
to the system since BART's original con- 
struction. 

The new track will allow disabled trains 
to be taken out of service without disturb- 
ing the system. It will also function as an 
alternate route through downtown Oak- 
land to provide smoother service in the 
area where three of the BART routes con- 
verge. 

Cost of the project includes the com- 
pletion of the passenger crossover plat- 
forms at 12th and 19th Street BART sta- 
tions and all the trackage, switches, 
wayside train control, electrification and 
construction of street overpasses be- 
tween the MacArthur Station and the 
entrance to the 19th Street Station. 

Along with the Daly City Turnback and 
Storage Yard Project, it is part of BART's 
$519.5 million system Capacity Expan- 
sion Program, which will ultimately 
expand BART's peak hour ridership 
capacity by about 85 percent. 

As a result of the work, trains have been 
operated manually between MacArthur 
and 19th Street stations at average

Train Control Maintenance Supervisor 
Charlie Ng has been working almost 16 
hours every weekend to make certain the 
project goes smoothly.

BART Stations Will Be Blossoming Soon 


BART stations may blossom with 
flowers as early as August 15, according 
to Real Estate's Stan Barras. 

The flower stand concessions, 
approved by the Board of Directors on 
July 11, are scheduled to be installed at 
23 BART stations through November 1. 

The 13 vendors who will operate the 
stands must submit their designs to 
Safety and Engineering for review and 
approval before construction begins. 

The Board voted unanimously to 
exclude the Powell Street Station after

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The Joint Development Division in the 
Planning and: Analysis Department is 
hard at work on the first effort to 
encourage private developers in the 
revitalization of station areas. 

Bids for construction of a 250-room 
high-rise hotel at the Pleasant Hill station 
were received Monday, July 15. 

“We hope to issue a letter of intent to 
proceed by September,” said Terry 
Margerum, manager of the division. Con- 
struction could begin as early as next 
summer, he added. 

The 125-acre site will eventually con- 
tain two office buildings, retail shops, a 
restaurant and parking garage under a 
ten year plan approved July 11 by the 
BART Board of Directors. 

Plans for a hotel at the Walnut Creek 
Station are currently before the Walnut 
Creek City Council and a decision on that 
project is expected by September. 


Private development joined witha tran- 
sit facility provides revenue and 
increased ridership to BART and addi- 
tional jobs to the local community. 

The BART Board's policy on imple- 
menting joint development was adopted 
a little over a year ago. 

The staff includes Katharine Ogden, 
coordinator; Christy Huddle and Dan 
Marks, planners under contract to BART, 
and secretary Gloria Yasitis. 

In addition to the Pleasant Hill and 
Walnut Creek projects, plans are on the 
drawing boards for developments around 
the Richmond, Daly City and Concord 
stations, Margerum said. 

By leasing its Pleasant Hill property, 
BART hopes to generate as much as $21 
million, or about a third of the money 
needed to expand parking at 11 East Bay 
Stations. m

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BART EMPLOYEES FINISH RTA PROGRAM 


Forty BART employees who completed 
eight months of course work designed to 
develop supervisory and managerial skills, 
were among 110 transit employees honored 
by the Regional Transit Association (RTA) in 
ceremonies held July 30 at the Metro 
Center in Oakland. 

Last fall, the RTA invited employees of its 
member agencies, which include BART, 
AC Transit, San Franicsco Muni, SamTrans, 
Golden Gate Transit and Santa Clara 
County Transit, to receive supervisory and 
managerial training. through its Career 
Development Program. While hundreds of 
employees applied for the program, class 
size limitations restricted the number of 
participants to 150. 

According to Jonnie Robinson, BART's 
Affirmative Action Officer responsible for 
administering the RTA program at BART, 
the participants were selected on the basis 
of education and training, life experiences 
(reflecting leadership and organizational 
skills), interest and motivation, and work 
history at BART.

BART VOLUNTEER FIRE 
DEPARTMENT SAVES 
RICHMOND YARD 
WASH RACK 


“Next time, let’s not forget the marshmal- 
lows,” quipped members of the Richmond 
Shop Volunteer Fire Department, whose 
quick actions on the afternoon of June 22 
helped to extinguish a blaze in the train 
wash rack. 

Holger Berthelsen, Leland Chew, James 
Rosario and Atanacio Ceguerra raced to the 
scene and had the fire 80 per cent contain- 
ed by the time the Richmond Fire Depart- 
ment responded and finished the job. 

The blaze, believed to have been caused 
by a lighted cigarette tossed into a pile of 
debris against the building, caused an 
estimated $190,000 damage to the roof and 
walls. 

The facility is out of service while repairs 
are made to the wiring and piping of the 
“bubble machine.” 

The work is expected to be completed by 
the middle or end of October, according to 
Vince Mahon of Power and Way. 

In the meantime, 33 cars, the number of 
cars normally cleaned each day at the Rich- 
mond facility, are being sent to Hayward 
yard for cleaning. 

The extra work load has been handled by 
extending the hours of operation until the 
early hours of the morning and moving more 
cars through the wash rack on weekends. 

Cars are cleaned twice weekly. They 
move through the machine at a speed of two 
miles an hour for five minutes. b

NEW FAST PASS & TICKET BOOKS 


BART Express Bus patrons will find the 
system more convenient to use with the in- 
troduction of a new ‘‘fast pass,” and ‘‘multi- 
ride ticket book” and changes in BART 
Express Bus routes. 

The second of two new methods of fare 
collection on BART Express Buses went 
into effect in August, with the introduction of 
a new multi-ride ticket book. The other, a 
‘fast pass,” was introduced last June. Both 
the fast pass and ticket book can be used in 
place of paying cash fare on BART Express 
Buses and are sold by BART’s Passenger 
Service Office and AC Transit’s Customer 
Service Center, 508 16th St., Oakland. 

The fast pass is available on a quarterly 
basis and sells for $36 for a Zone 1 pass or 
$72 for a Zone 2 pass. 

Like the fast pass, there are two types of 
multi-ride ticket books — one for each 
zone. The ticket books contain 20 tickets 
and sell for $12 and $24, depending upon 
which zone the book covers. But unlike the 
fast pass, which is valid only during the 
quarter purchased, the tickets contained in 
the multi-ride ticket books have no expira- 
tion date. 

In addition to the new fare collection 
system, other improvements in BART Ex- 
press Buses have included modifying 
routes in order to streamline the service to 
BART stations, Jim Evans, Express Bus 
Planner, said the recent route changes 
reflect a continuing effort to redirect BART 
Express’ Buses into a more freeway- 
oriented service, a policy adopted in 1981 
by BART's board of directors. 

So far, the streamlining program has 
resulted in changing the “M” route to a 
new “ME” route from Concord BART Sta- 
tion to Martinez, and modifying the “U” 
buses, which provide service from Bay Fair 
and Hayward BART stations to the com- 
munities of Dublin, Pleasanton and Liver- 
more. Additional route changes on the “U”

lines will go into effect in September. 

Before any major changes are made in 
BART Express Bus routes, public hearings 
are held. The next public hearing is 
scheduled for Sept. 4 at 10 a.m. in the 
BART Board Room, to receive comments 
on proposed changes in the “P” route, 
which serves Concord BART Station and 
the eastern Contra Costa County areas of 
Pittsburg, Antioch, Oakley and Brentwood. 

Changes in the “D” route from Walnut 
Creek Station through the San Ramon 
Valley corridor and the “J” and “Q” routes, 
which operate between El Cerrito Del Norte 
Station and the I-80 corridor, are scheduled 
to take place in 1986. b 
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During the last few months SCUTTLE- 
BART has received a number of com- 
mendations, letters of appreciation and 
reports of good job performance about a 
number of BART employees.

TESTING OF KE TRACK TO BEGIN SOON 


Testing on the new K-E Track through 
downtown Oakland may begin as early as 
the second week of September, according 
to Bob Dobbins, the start-up engineer on 
the $25.4 million project. 

Employees have been working around 
the clock since construction began July 7. 

Although trains must be operated 
manually between the MacArthur and 19th 
Street stations, little disruption has been 
reported on the system. 

There have been some delays on 
weekend trains, due to special tests requir- 
ing more extensive use of manual controls. 

The biggest problem, Dobbins said, is 
interfacing the existing system with the 
Westinghouse system. 

Many of these modifications have been 
handled by the ERS testing lab under the 
direction of Manny Quaresma. 

Westinghouse has had crews on the job 
from midnight to 6 p.m. each day and con- 
tractor representatives meet every Monday 
morning to assess progress with BART 
employees. 

Frank Linville is manager of construction 
and his crew includes resident engineer 
Colin McDonald and field engineers Jerry 
Donald and Chris Koukis. 

Safety engineer Ray Cole developed the 
procedures for the manual operation of the 
trains during the cut-over. 

The K-E Track is the first new mainline 
section of track to be added to the system 
since BART's original construction. 

The new track will allow disabled trains to 
be taken out of service without disturbing 
the system. It will also function as an alter- 
nate route through downtown Oakland to 
provide smoother service in the area where 
three of the BART routes converge. 

Along with the Daly City Turnback and 
Storage Yard Project, it is part of BART's 


$519.5 million system Capacity Expansion 
Program, which will ultimately expand 
BART's peak hour ridership capacity by 
about 85 percent. 

During manual operations, trains have 
been dispatched two minutes earlier on the 
Richmond and Concord lines to make cer- 
tain commuters reach their destinations in 
Oakland and San Francisco on time. bs

BART POLICE WIN BIG AT WORLD GAMES 


BART Police picked up a total of 11 gold 
medals in the first World Police and Fire 
Games, which concluded Aug. 11 in San 
Jose. 

Some 5,000 participants from 12 foreign 
countries and all 50 states competed in a 
total of 45 events, ranging from archery to 
wrestling. 

The games began Aug. 4 with opening 
ceremonies and the events were held at 
various playing fields and localities around 
the San Jose area throughout the week. 

The competition is an offshoot of the 
Police Olympics, which have been held for 
the past 20 years, and the Firemen’s 
Olympics. 

Organizers of these events decided to 
stage a competition in which police and fire 
departments could compete against each 
other. 

Tentative plans call for staging the games 
every two years. San Jose has indicated a 
willingness to host the games again in 1987. 

Women officers accounted for six of 
BART's first place finishes. 

The women’s basketball team, whose 
members included Colleen Galloway, 
Angela Clark, Seleta Ellis, Marti Brewer, 
Linda Cortez and Brenda DeLuca, won a 
gold medal by defeating the Los Angeles 
Police Department's team in the final game. 
The win is especially impressive 
considering that L.A.P.D. has over 500 
female officers from which to recruit its 
team, as compared to the 23 female officers 
on BART's police force. 

The same team, minus Brenda, picked 
up a third-place medal in women's softball. 

However, Brenda went on to win a gold in 
tennis doubles and a silver in singles. 

Two other members of the team, Marti 
Brewer and Angela Clark, won golds in 
women's cross country and the 1600-meter 
relay, respectively. 

Winners will be asked if they would like to 
have their medals displayed in the BART 
Police Department for the next year, 
according to Lt. Don Tong.

Under recently signed labor agreements, 
employees represented by United Public 
Employees Local 790 and Amalgamated 
Transit Union Division 1555 may elect to 
purchase, at their own expense, additional 
life insurance and additional short-term and 
long-term disability coverage. 

The District will continue to pay 50 per- 
cent of the Life Insurance Il premium for 
professional employees and supervisory 
employees classified foreperson/foreworker 
and above. 

Determination of eligibility will be con- 
tingent upon a medical certification of 
insurability, which may include a physical 
examination. 

Employees will be sent information and 
appropriate forms to apply for the additional 
coverage, which will become effective on 
January 1, 1986. b
